...At Your Service

The most difficult scenarios for an Amateur Radio Operator to prepare for are 

accidents and hazardous situations. They are unpredictable and they don’t care where 
they happen. 
_ Vehicle accident reports, the most common public-service activity on repeaters, 
may involve anything from bicycles, motorcycles, automobiles, trucks, buses, trains 
and aircraft. Law-enforcement people will usually accept reports of these incidents 
and relay the information to the proper agency. 

Here’s a typical emergency autopatch procedure: 

1) Give your call and announce “emergency autopatch”. 

2) Drop the carrier momentarily. 

3) Key in the proper access code. 

4) When the police or fire operator answers, immediately let them know you are a 
mobile radio station. 

5) Answer the questions that you are asked. 

6) After the operator acknowledges your information, exit the autopatch by keying in 
the proper code. 

7) Give your call and say “emergency autopatch clear”. 
When you report an accident, remain calm and get as much information as you

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Ramblings From The Editor 


Congratulations to the crew of Pacificon ‘96. A great event, as usual. 

Last month I talked about how computers and the Internet, while usually 
more efficient and reliable than the amateur packet system, are not going to 
lead to the demise of amateur radio. This month | want to discuss one of the 
things I feel might. 

Have you, or anyone you know, tried to buy a new house in California in 
the last 20 years? I’ll bet you dollars to donuts that in the vast majority of 
such cases, the house came with a set of conditions and restrictions com- 
monly known as CC&R’s. I know all of the houses I’ve owned have. And 
what clause is almost universally present in these CC&R’s? That’s right, ei- 
ther an outright ban on antennas or severe restrictions. 

While no one is forcing hams to buy homes with antenna restrictions, the 
pervasiveness of the restrictions is doing major damage to the hobby. The 
only hams able to erect efficient outdoor antenna systems are those living in 
older subdivisions or out in the country. Younger hams, typically those buy- 
ing a first home in a new development, are finding it almost impossible to 
erect anything other than “stealth” systems only slightly more efficient than a 
bent coathanger. 

Fortunately, legislative help may soon be on the way. The FCC has re- 
cently preempted local regulations, including CC&R restrictions, that pro- 
hibit the small dishes used to receive direct satellite TV. There have been 
rumblings within the ARRL, and other sources, that the FCC may soon issue 
a similar preemption affecting the amateur service.

President Clinton Sends Greetings to Amateur Radio

FCC Issues Order on RF Exposure; ARRL Files for Partial Reconsid- 
eration; Progress on Understanding the Impact 

On Aug. 1, 1996, the FCC issued a Report and Order changing dramati- 
cally the rules under which all transmitters licensed under the FCC will be 
operated from an RF Safety point of view. The rule goes into effect on Jan. 
1, 1997. The ARRL believes that the FCC’s decision is flawed in some re- 
spects and has filed a Petition for Partial Reconsideration. While this Petition 
is being considered, however, the effective date of the rule remains as Jan. 1, 
1997. The FCC, according to the R&O, will be issuing guidelines before the 
first of the year. The ARRL lab and others are also preparing guideline mate- 
rial. See Oct. 1996 QST, page 9, for the K1ZZ editorial, and pages 78 et 
seq. for more details.

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Power Supplies And Regulators-Part 2 
By Richard M. Shappee, WA5HQJ 


Last time we talked about how an alternating voltage was 
converted (rectified) into a.direct voltage. The alternating volt- 
age from a commercial source, your power outlet at your home, 
was first changed to be of one polarity. It was further filtered to 
minimize the fluctuations (ripple) that existed after it was recti- 
fied. The filter process was accomplished with capacitors. But 
even then, what was produced was an impure direct voltage. 
Worse still for many electronic devices, the power supply would 
be unsatisfactory because the voltage and the amount of ripple 
would vary depending upon what is connected to the power 
supply (the “load”). Ripple may result in “hum” on your trans- 
mitted signal. If 
the voltage de- 
creases too far 
when a trans- 
ceiver is con- 
nected to the 
power supply, 
the transceiver 
may cease to 
work properly, 
perhaps causing 
a distorted audio 
characteristic, or 
worse still, oper- 
ating off fre- 
quency. So what 
to do? Many 
power supplies incorporate a voltage regulator to insure that 
the desired level of voltage is available and that it remains un- 
varying. A further benefit of most regulators is that they further 
smooth (filter) the voltage. 

One way of regulating voltage is through the use of one or 
more series pass transistors. A transistor can have the ability to 
force its output (the emitter in this example) to be very close in 
voltage to the voltage at its control terminal, its base. Lets talk 
briefly about a transistor and its elements. 

In a junction transistors, the type used in many power sup- 
plies and amplifiers, there are three connections. These are the 
Base, Emitter and Collector, In an over simplified way, this is a 
lot like a triode vacuum tube with its 
Grid, Cathode and Plate. For you 
purists, | know that the triode Grid 
which is comparable with the Base, 
is voltage sensitive whereas the Base 
of a junction transistor requires a cur- 
rent input. While this difference is 
important, lets not get caught up on 
too much theory for now and instead 
try to understand how the regulator 
works and what happens when it is 
connected to our transceiver or other 
device.

In our circuit (figure 1), we have R2 


a partially filtered source of direct i 
voltage applied to the Collector (at 
1) of our series pass transistor, Q1. 
This voltage is also applied to s spe- 


cial type of diode, Z1, called a Zener 
diode. A zener diode has a useful feature in that it will have

nearly constant useful high voltage across it, measured from ‘2’ 
to ‘3’. Since this constant voltage is applied to the Base of Q1, 
the Emitter will be forced by the transistor to have nearly this 
same voltage. It will actually be 0.6 volts lower because there is 
that much loss in the transistor. Our Zener, in this circuit, has a 
rating of 13.6 volts. As a result, the output of the series pass 
transistor will be 13.6 volts less 0.6 volts, for a result of 13 
volts, a convenient value for many devices. Not only will the 
voltage be regulated, the circuit will filter out small variations in 
voltage that are at the input of the regulator. 

Now, within limits,. the voltage out of the regulator will stay 
nearly constant 
regardless of 
changing re- 
quirements in 
the output load, 
the device con- 
nected to the 
regulator. 

There are 
practical limita- 
tions in how well 
our power sup- 
ply and regula- 
tor will perform. 
If an excessive 
current demand 
is imposed, the 
series pass transistor will be required to handle more current 
than the transistor was designed for. Also, the transformer and 
rectifier diode arrangement is limited in how much power they 
can provide. The result of an excessive load will be a non-regu- 
lated voltage that is lower than desired, ripple (hum) in the con- . 
nected device or destruction of the series pass transistor or other 
component in the power supply. Catastrophic failure will not 
be spectacular. Nothing will smoke, nothing will ‘light up’, and 
probably nothing will smell bad. The transistor may first get hot 
before it or the fuse, F1, fails. Fortunately, most commercial 
power supply regulator systems have a circuit that senses ex- 
cessive current and shuts down the supply, thus preventing com- 
ponent failure. An explanation of 
how this works is beyond what we 
will discuss in the pages of the CAR- 
RIER. But additional information is 
available in the ARRL Handbook. 
In some power supplies more than 
one series pass transistor is used in 
order to increase the current han- 
dling capabilities of the regulator. 
See figure 2. The resistors is series 
with the emitters (R3 and R4) are 
to insure that equal amounts of cur- 
rent are drawn through each tran- 
sistor. Since there is a required 
amount of current that must flow 
into each Base., often an additional 
transistor, Q2, is used. 

Next time we will talk about tran- 
sistors and how they are used in 
amplifiers. See you then.

can. In this case, you have the right to 
break in and interrupt an on-going con- 
versation on the repeater. Use plain lan- 
guage. Be brief and to the point. Do not 
guess about injuries. If you don’t know, 
say so! 
Here’s what you should report for a 
vehicle accident: 
1) Identify the highway or intersection. 
2) The direction of travel. (There’s only 
four choices here; north, south, east 
or west.) 
3) Closest highway. 
4) Whether the accident blocks traffic or 
not. 
5) Apparent injuries, number and extent. 
6) Hazards: Vehicle on fire, fuel spill, etc. 


Example: “This is AC6WU reporting ~ 


a two-car accident on Hwy 4, eastbound, 
approaching Hilicrest off-ramp, blocking 
lane no. one, property damage only.” 

The ability to call the police or ambu- 
lance without depending on someone 
else to monitor the frequency saves valu- 
able time. Quick reaction and minimum 
delay makes the autopatch, and your 
expert use of it, a most valuable asset to 
the community. Be sure you know how 
to use it! Above all, use extreme caution 
yourself. Don’t become part of the prob- 
lem.

Further, all technical support 
documentation must be ready for meet- 
ings in Geneva in late Oct. 1996. 

Even though the above news sounds 
good, caution is still in order. There al- 
ways can be attempts to end-run the pre- 
paratory process. We won’t be able to 
breathe easily about WRC-97 issues un- 
til the final gavel, more than 14 months 
from now. 


Congress Adjourns, Bills are now 
Dead 

The following bills of interest to the 
Amateur Radio community died with the 
adjournment of Congress on Oct. 3, 
1996: 

— S 2025 which would place enforce- 
ment of CB rules with local authorities 
to attempt to solve a local problem. This 
bill would remove the FCC from its 
present role for CB only. 

— HR 3207 to amend the Commu- 
nications Act of 1934 to facilitate utiliza- 
tion of volunteer resources on behalf of 
the amateur radio service. 

— HR 3957, the FCC Modernization 
Act, which contained the language of HR 
3207, among other provisions.
